A. icpuiter of tlio RupUuUcAB vidltcd 


(he place north of the rolling-mill, where 
Mr. Boring has a number of hands em- 
ployed boring for coal. At present the 
hands lire still at the depth of 300 feet. 
They have aot been able to descend one 
foot in the lust six ' week's. They ar,e 
now boring in a soft rock, which caves 
in and retards operations. Sir. Bering 
found this to ho, such a hindrance that he 
has put down new piping for the wliole 
a«0 loot. 
For the lust 200 feet this 


uaviug-in of the soft rock has been re- 
tarding the work. Mr. B. supposed that 
at the depth of 300 feet the rock would 
Ins strong enough to hold itself, but lie 
has found himself in error. It required 
a great deal of work to take out all the 
old piping and put in new for the whole 
300 feet. 


Thus fur uu coal has been struck, al- 


though five regular hands have been 
kept busy since about the middle of last 
August. 
Mr. Bering snys tlmt by this 


time they ought to Imvc been down 
fully 500 feet below the ground. If he 
does not get coul at Unit dlstanru he will 
go 100 feel deeper. He is confident tlmt 
there is coal at that depth, nnd thinks lie 
will make his money back before long. 
lie hud a large derrick, perhaps 7ri feet 
high, creeled before operations .were 
commenced. This serves to nsslst the 
workmen in handling their tools and iu 
helping the work iu every way.
